OTH BOND DRIVE 
HERE DISCUSSED 


First meeting of the Upland 
War Finance committee since 
completion of the Fourth War 
Loan drive was held yesterday af- 
ternoon. At this meeting were 
John W. Shepperson, chairman; 
Harlow Wilson, Frank Nichols, R. 
G. Norton, Orton P. Brady, Owen 
Atwood, Ernest Gibson and Leigh 
Thompson. 

Chairman Shepperson reviewed

Upland’s other bond drives and 
discussed the Fifth War  La@an 
‘drive, which is scheduled to stiirt 
June 12, Mr. Shepperson poiht- 
ed out that this city has not omly 
met every quota it has fen 
assigned to date, but has over- 
subscribed them by many dollars. 
In the second war bond rally;in 
April, 1943, Upland’s quota 

$207,000 and bonds in the amount 
of $244,583 were purchased here. 

In September, 1943, Upland took 
part in the third war loan drive, 
at which time it bought $554,- 
8538 worth of bonds, which was 
considerably more than ts 
quota of $475,000. In Janugry 
and February of this year We 
local quota was $350,000, and 
sales at the conclusion of the drive 
totaled $469,498 for Upland. 

QUOTA HERE NOT SET 

This community’s quota has not 
been established for the coming 
bond drive, but is expected to be 
in the neighborhood of $400,000, 
Mr. Shepperson stated. The na- 
tional quota for this drive has 
been increased from fourteen mil- 
lion dollars to sixteen billion and 
with this in mind it is natural to 
expect all community quotas to 
be somewhat raised. 

All June sales will be credited 
to the war loan drive and the | 
ezommittee points out that ypeér- 
sons planning to buy war bonds 
in the next few days are asked 
to wait until after June 1, in 
order that Upland might be cred- 
ited with these bond purchases. 


It is also explained that in or- 
der for Upland to receive credit 
from its citizens buying war 
bonds they must either purchase 
them from a local agency—one of 
the banks or the post office, or 
stipulate when they buy them 
elsewhere, such as at a defense 
industry, that Upland be credited 
for the amount.

previous drives, according to com- 
mittee members. ,As soon as Up- 
land’s quota is announced and lit- 
erature arrives for the drive, con- 
crete plans will be formulated for 
‘the drive here although the gen- 
eral plan will be much the same,

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‘Air Base Instructor 
Killed When Plane 
Crashes Saturday 


First Lieutenant John M. Har- 
ris, 24, was killed when his P-38 
plane crashed in John Galvin park 
in Ontario Saturday afternoon.
